Allowable Subject Matter 



3. Claims 1-8 and 11-16 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art teaches generating a linear 
transformation matrix using a generator matrix, G, with the form 
G = (Ik II B) with B having 2k-n columns and being non-singular, as 
taught by Rijmen. Furthermore the prior art teaches extending a 
matrix (see Loureiro section 4.1) with a reason to combine as to 
hide a function. However, the prior art does not teach 
extending the matrix B of a certain size, by 2k-n columns in 
order to create a non-singular matrix, as Rijmen creates matrix 

B to be non-singular and have 2k-n and therefore no need exists 
to extend the matrix. Furthermore, as defined Rijmen the matrix 
B cannot be a null matrix, thereby again negating the need to 
extend B.
